Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

1. Claims 1-12, drawn to usage protection of an application, classified in class 705, 
subclass 51.

Claims 16-18, 23-28, drawn to distributing data including a server, classified in 
class 709, subclass 203. 

IV. Claims 19-22, drawn to issuing a license, classified in class 705, subclass 59. 

V. Claims 30-37, drawn to access control, classified in class 726, subclass 27. 



2. Inventions I and 11 are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the method of Group I is not required for Group H. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as a first memory included in a master device to store a first code to check 
against a second code included in an application, wherein a positive comparison between the first 
and the second codes enables execution of the application on the master device. 
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3. Inventions I and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the method of Group I is not required for Group III. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as a content server including an application associated with a master code 
included in a master device and a selected number of shareable codes to enable concurrent 
execution of the appHcation on a master device and a number of shareable device up to the 
selected number. 

4. Inventions I and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the method of Group I is not required for Group IV. The subcombination has 
separate utihty such as issuing a master license associated with an application to a master device. 

5. Inventions I and V are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
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claimed because the method of Group I is not required for Group V. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as a control module, coupled to the wireless interface, to receive an 
authorization from a wireless apparatus. 

6. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

7. Note, A telephone communication was not made because the requirement for this 
restriction is complex and the examiner knows from past experience that an election will not be 
made by telephone (see MPEP § 812.01).
